Melt fresh paraffin over hot 
water in a clean tin can or small 
container with 
a spout. 
Pour 
melted paraffin onto a clean met­ 
al spoon held close to the sur­ 
face of jam. letting it overflow 
to make a thin layer not more 
than % inch thick. 
When paraffin is set, prick 
bubbles and pour on a second % 
inch thick paraffin layer.

Put up some fine strawberries 
as preserves. Put some down in 
the freezer. They’ll make mighty 
good eating when supplies of the 
fresh fruit are gone. 
SEALING WITH PARAFFIN 
Strawberry preserves may be 
sealed with paraffin. Be sure to 
wipe syrup spatters from the in­ 
side of the container so the par­ 
affin will stick to the glass. 
Melt fresh paraffin over hot 
water in a clean tin can or small 
container with a spout. Pour 
melted paraffin onto a clean met­ 
al spoon held close to the sur­ 
face of jam, letting it overflow 
to make a thin layer not more 
than *4 inch thick. 
When paraffin Is set, prick 
bubbles and pour on a second H 
inch thick paraffin layer. Slight­ 
ly tip and twirl glass to seal 
edges. 
WORDS OF CAUTION 
Do not use more than th« 
■ ioecified 
amount of 
paraffin. 
When it is put on in heavier 
layers, there is a tendency for 
the paraffin to pull away from 
the glass. Then, the syrup may 
seep out to provide for the 
growth of molds or to attract 
ants. 
Store preserves In a cool place. 
Excessive heat or widely varying 
temiK*ratures may cause the par­ 
affin to loosen from the glass and 
break the seal. 
These recipes for strawberry 
preserves have been long-time 
favorites with many homemak­ 
ers. Do follow them to the letter. 
BTRAWBERRY PRESERVES 
(The "I” Method) 
2 qts. fresh strawberries 
(4 boxes) 
ft C. sugar 
Wash and hull berries. Pour 
on boiling water to cover fruit 
and let stand 3 min. Drain. Place 
berries in a kettle and boll 3 min. 
(Keep flame low until fruit be­ 
gins to bubble, then turn it high 
to bring to full boil.) Add 3 cup« 
of the sugar, bring to rolling brnl 
and boil 3 min. Add the remaiiv 
ing 3 cups of sugar and again 
boil 3 min. 
, 
Set preserves aside for several 
hours and give them a gentle 
stir occasionally. Pour into ster­ 
ilized Jelly glasses and seal with 
paraffin. 
BTRAWBERRY PRESERVES 
(Made with Vinegar) 
4 C. (2 hoses) barely rip«, 
firm strawberries 
, 
1'/ Tbsp. elder vinegar 
4 C. sugar 
Wash and hull berries. Put 
to a large saucepan. Add vt 
Bring to boil and boil for 9* 
Add sugar, bring to full boil red 
boil for ft min. Let cool in pan. 
While cotding, shake pan fre­ 
quently with a swirling motion 
to distribute berries in syrup.

Mental Health Week 


An effort to make the 
American public 
conscious of mental hygiene is currently being 
made through the observance of National Men­ 
tal Health week. 
In communities large and 
small, committees of citizens like that recently 
formed in Lompoc are trying to make the pub­ 
lic aware that preventative measures can be 
as important in dealing with mental illness as 
they are in dealing with measles or chicken- 
pox. 
A generation ago, an emotionally disturb­ 
ed person was pretty much dixuned to travel­ 
ing the bleak and tragic trail that leads to pub­ 
lic institutions. 
Until such a person actually 
crossed the threshhold of despair and his trou­ 
bles became outwardly apparent, 
there was 
little help available Then, in too many cases, 
it was too late. 


Nifl so long ago the pattern was similar 
for those stricken with tuberculosis. Diagnosis 
and treatment usually came too late. Today, 
there is machinery for detecting TB in its ear 
liest stages and this early detection makes cure 
a near certainty. 
People 
concerned with 
mental 
illness 
know from experience that the early detection 
of emotional disturbance is equally vital. They 
also know that not enough people have thought 
about the matter to bring it into focus as a sig­ 
nificant problem confronting society. 
The importance of healthy bodies is drill­ 
ed into Americans from the cradle days on­ 
ward. 
National Mental Health Week is in­ 
tended to point up the fact that healthy bodies 
are of little use when directed by unhealthy 
minds. 
Cachuma-What Is the Future? 


The Awful

The huge crowd that swept into Cachuma 
recreation area on the week end revives a 
question that has remained 
unanswered 
for 
some years. 
The question is 
this; 
Why 
should Santa Barbara County continue to car­ 
ry the burden on what amounts to a State 
park" 
When we think of county parks, we think 
of local recreational facilities intended to bene- 
1 it local people. 
Miguehto park in Lompoc, 
Waller park in Santa Maria, Nojoqui park in 
the Santa Ynez valley are typical examples. 
Their use is restricted almost entirely to resi­ 
dents of the surrounding area and it is only 
reasonable that they be operated by local gov­ 
ernment and financed by local taxpayers. 
But Cachuma is something else again, as 
was demonstrated when upwards of 
15,000 
persons swarmed into the area for the opening 
day of the trout season. 
Cachuma, like the 
Sierra Nevada mountain lakes, has an attrac­ 
tion which is state-wide in scope. Santa Bar­ 
bara County residents are lost in the crowds 
who move in from the metropolitan areas of 
the Southland. 
This being the case, it is al­ 
together reasonable that the State rather than 
the county should shoulder the burden ol fin­ 
ancing and operating Cachuma recreational 
facilities. 
At one time it was suggested 
that the 
County of Santa Barbara would 
be making 
money rather than losing money in providing 
recreation on a grand scale. I he fact is, how­ 
ever, that any income received over and above 
the cost of operations reverts to the 1-ederal 
government to be applied against the cost ot 
constructing the Cachuma »project. This seems 
to indicate that the hundreds of thousands of 


dollars needed to develop Cachuma fully will 
eventually be extracted from the pockethook^ 
of Santa Barbara County taxpayers with the 
end results that residents of this county will 
be subsidizing a facility which in other ureas 
would be financed by the National or State 
Park Services. 
The best argument for continuing under 
the present setup is that local control is pre­ 
ferable to State or Federal bureaucracy and 
tape. 
The new County Park Department has 
demonstrated more zest for its job and has 
made more progress during the past two years 
than has been noted at all State parks in the 
county put together. The wishes 
of 
county 
residents in the development of the area have 
been given attention in drafting the policies 
governing the park operation, while it is sale 
to assume that the ready-made policies of the 
State or National Park Services would have 
applied from on high had 
either 
of 
these 
agencies been given control. 
But against these objections to State op­ 
eration of Cachuma must be weighed the fact 
that in addition to costing local taxpayers moré 
money, county operation is not likely to match 
that which the State can provide. 
The State 
has been operating parks for many 
decades. 
Its resources in terms of persoiuiel, equipment, 
and finances far exceed anything the county 
can hope to have. 
Because of this its stand­ 
ards for park operation are higher than those 
to which the county can aspire for many years 
to come. 
Development of Cachuma to its fullest po­ 
tential is a vast undertaking 
It is question­ 
able whether it is a suitable or reasonable un­ 
dertaking for county government.

First, prepare a Graham Cracker crust by 
buttering two 9-inch pie tins liberally with sof­ 
tened butter, using the tips of the fingers to 
this recipe, use 2 % to 4 Graham Crackers, and 
be sure to crumb thoroughly.

3 large pkgs. Cream cheese (8 oz. size); room

6 eggs 
2 teaspoons vanilla flavoring 
’a teaspoon of almond extract 
% cup of milk 
Work cheese in large bowl with wooden spoon. 
Add 
sugar 
and wo.rk some more. 
Add whole eggs, one at a time, being sure 
to boat after each addition. 
Then add vanilla and almond extract, 
then the milk and mix well before pouring into prepared tins. Bake 
20 minutes tor until done) at 350 degrees. 
Remove from 
oven 
and while still hot, put on topping prepared as follows: 
l ’a pints of sour cream 
1 Tablespoon granulated sugar 
’« teaspoon vanilla 
Mix well and spread over pies, completely covering the yellow 
filling 
then bake just 3 minutes more. 
Com and chill. 
Mrs. Mittlcman postscripts that this recipe can be cut in half 
and describes it as ‘‘delicious!”

Action by the California Legis­ 
lature in creating a State Depart­ 
ment of Water Resources and ap­

It is heartening to note that in­ 
vestigations conducted

State Engineer lead to the con­ 
clusion that there is ample water 
available to satisfy all our pro­ 
jected needs in the foreseeable 
future. 
This 
is 
provided,

course, that our water resources 
are properly developed. Note, too, 
that 
this 
conclusion envisions 
that California "receives its full 
entitlement from the waters of 
the Colorado River.” 


Court 
Case 
Whether this latter situation 
comes to pass depends on the 
outcome of the suit before the 
United States Supreme Court, fa­ 
miliarly called “Arizona vs. Cali­ 
fornia.” In view of its vital im­ 
portance to California, it might be 
well to review this case which 
was commenced back in the Fall 
of 1952. 
At that time, Arizona 
filed a motion in the U. S. Su­ 
preme Court for leave to file a 
compalint against the State of 
California and Southern Califor­ 
nia agencies using Colorado Riv­ 
er water. 
The nature and purpose of the 
action has been ably described by 
Raymond Matthew, Chief Engin­ 
eer of the Colorado River Board. 
He says, 'This suit is in the nat­ 
ure of a quiet title action in 
which Arizona seeks to establish 


a right to a definite quantity of 
water- about 3,800,000 acre-feet 
annually — sufficient in amount 
to serve all existing and authoriz­ 
ed projects in Arizona and in ad­ 
dition the proposed Central Ari­ 
zona Project which alone would 
require 1,200,000 
acre-feet an­ 
nually. 


Water Grab 
"At the same time, Arizona 
seeks to limit California's use of 
Colorado River w ater to about 
13,800,000 acre-feet or about ono- 
! and a half million acre-feet an- 
i nually less than the rights estab- 
1 lished by appropriation and by 
| contracts with the Secretary of 
the Interior under the Boulder 
, Canyon Project Act. The quant- 


i ity which Arizona seeks to limit 
; California to would be less even 
I than our firm vested rights be­ 
fore Hoover Dam was built. 
"California,” Matthews contin­ 
ues, "would be stripped of all the 
Increase in water supply made 
possible by that dam which Cali­ 
fornia underwrote and Arizona 
i opposed. 


‘Arizona would deny Califor­ 
nia’s right to contract with the 
United States for the storage and 
delivery‘of the excess and surplus 
waters or to appropriate or ob­ 
tain any permanent right to those ; 
waters; whereas, under the ex­ 
press terms of the Project Act. 
California has a right to one-half 
of such excess and surplus waters 
in addition to 4,400,000 acre-feet 
annually of the water apportion­ 
ed to the Lower Basin under the 
Colorado River Compact.” 


Do It Ourselves 


Matthew further points out, "In 
reliance thereon, California agen­ 
cies have expended or obligated 
themselves to spend over $800 
million for works and facilities 
to use the entire amount of Colo­ 
rado River water contracted for 
in the amount of 5.4 million aere- 
! feet annually.” 


No one knows, of course, what 
the ultimate outcome of this suit 
may be.
